By a newly enacted Russiaw law a 
peasant’s wife, on showing to the dis- 
trict judge d’instruction that she is 
habitually ill treated by, her jiusband, 
or that he will not support her, and 
makes her the drudge for hiz own sup- 
port, can demand a separate passport, 
with which she is at liberty to leave 
her oppressor and edrn a jiving else- 
where. Hitherto there was no possible 
redress or release for the long-suffer- 
jng victim sb long as it way obligatory 
that the wife’s name wua entered in 
the husband’s passport end papers of 
legitimate. Anyone at itll intimately 
acquainted with village life in Russia 
will readily appreciate the relief this 
brings to tens of thousehds of peasant 
women who are the grievously abused 
domestic slaves and Leasts of burden 
to thelr drunken and brutal conjugal 

proprietors.

Dr. M. J. Gahan, of Omaha, Neb., 
has completed tests and announces 


that as a result of his experiments he |- 


is able to produce an artificial anthra- 
cite equal in all respects to the real 
article and that the product he has 
invented can be manufactured and put 
upon the market much cheaper than 
anthracite or even bituminous coals. 
Dr. ‘Gahan has completed the manu- 
facturé’6f800 pounds of his coal sub- 
stitute. The “coal” is of a gray green- 
ish hue, not unlike moldy bread in ap- 
pearance. The article is produced 
from chemicals, all of which, but ore, 
the inventor says, can be found in 
any agricultural state. The artificial 
coal burns with a bluish flame and 
its heating capacity is said to be twice 
that of anthracite and will last 20 
per cent longer time. Dr. Gahan is 
now working to produce a fuel similar 
to bituminous coal,

The first attempt to use wireless 
telegraphy in actual warfare was 
made by Marconi at the request of the 
British War Office during the South 
African war. It was the intentian of 
the War Department that wireless 
communication should be. established

ants arrived the officefs were ,exceed-_ 
ingly anxious that hie instruments 
should be sent to the front, realizing 
the immense advantage such a mode 
of communication would be, and so, 
on Dee. 11, 1899, the apparatus was 
conveyed to the camp at Ue Aar. 

The operators, however, on arriv- 
ing at De Aar, found that no arrange- 
ments had been made to supply the 
masts, and.thé country at that point

the suggestion of Major Baden-Powell
